THE BANKERS AGAIN CALL FOR SUS- 


PENSION OF SILVER COINAGE, 


B«c Advocate Continued Effort to Itc- 


liabllltute the White Dollar—Trenholm 
tftyn Do%fn n Oounla of Important 
Propositions— ConereHmnn 
Wftrnor

BOSTON. Aug. K1.—Tbo Cmt buslnoss in 


order tit tho bankers' convention Thursday 
was tho report of tho executive council 
rvcouinioriding an amendment to tho con- 
stitution vesting tho control of tho alTaira 
of tho association in a prosldont, first vlco 
presidont, nnd ono vico president from each 
stato nnd territory represented In tho con- 
vention, together with an eiocutlvo council 
of tweuty-ono members of tho association, 
Tho council also recommendod the •elec- 
tion of tho following officers: President, 
I.ognn C. Murray, of Now York; llrst vlco 
president, H. H. Camp, of Milwaukee, and 
vico presidents from each stato nnd terri- 
tory ropresontod in tho convention, those 
from woatorn states being: Illinois, Cal- 
vin F. Whoolor, Chicago; Kansas, John R. 
Mulvano, Topoka; Miclilcan, Thcodoro H. 
lllncbman, Detroit; MInnesotn, H. P. UD- 
bum, St Paul; Ohio, IL W. Hughon, Cin- 
ciunati; Wisconsin, N li Van Slyclc, Mad- 
ison, Tho roport was adopted. 


Tho new president was introduced hy tho 


retiring olllccr, after which Judge John 
I-tOwoll read a papor advocating tho onact- 
inont of u national bankrupt law and .show- 
ing tho need of such a law. 


Tho osocutlvo commltteo reported unil 


the convention unanimously adopted a res- 
olution declaring that while tbo association 
contutuod men of every political party, 
and whllo tho convention avoided more po- 
litical questions, It roust again emphatically 
fjlvo warning of tbo danger to tho wholo 
country in tbo continued coinage of silver 
dollars uodor tho aot of 1878. Both gold 
and silver are required as tbo money of tho 
land, hut neither should bo colnod in such 
ratio tbat tho otbor shall bo driven out of 
gonoral uso. 
All boards of trade, chambers 


of commorco, und civil and political RSSOCI- 
ntiona of every kind are earnestly asked to 
mulio persistent efforts to secure tbo ropoul 
of tbo law or a suspension of tbo coinage of 
such silver dollars. 


Tbo resolutions passed last your declaring 


tbo continued compulsory coinage of silver 
dollars datrimontal to tbo best interests of. 
tho pooplo and tho welfare of tbs govern- 
ment, and that tho law should bo at once 
suspoudod wore re-adopted, with an amend- 
ment odvocating continued effort to bring 
about international agreement on the silver 
question witb tho view of retaining silvcras 
a money motal. 


A resolution was adopted looking to 


efforts to obtain amendment ot existing ei- 
tniUltion treaties so that tho return of 


si'ivos from justico may bo secured. 
Tbo closing speech of the convention was 


made by Comptroller of tbo Currency Tren- 
holm. Ho gavo a rovlow or the banking 
and financial situation, and doclorod tbac 
:horo was no lack of money In the Dnltod 
States. Ho eaid it was a misfortune that 
tbo business Interests of tho country were 
suaceptlblo to Influences taking tbotr rise In 
tho Unitod States treasury, and that com- 
mercial forces should bo frco to adjust 
tbomsolvos, and should not bo subject to tbo 
effect of a varying national policy. In con- 
clusion ho presented »s subjocts "for urgcut 
consideration two quo«tlons which appear to 
uo very important, not only to tho banks, 
jut to tbo public: First, how can tho banks 
)0 rolcasod from tho obligation to luvo.it a 
lortion of thoir capital in United States 
wnds, yot retain tbo power to Isauo o. thor- 
oughly socurod circulation? Second, how 
can tbo national hank circulation bo made, 
what it ought to bo, tho elastic element In 
our national currency?'1 


After passing tho usual resolutions ot 


tbnnl;s, etc., tbo convontlon adjourned sine 
dio.
